LONDON, Aug. 22.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Times has received the following 
from Shanghai, dated August 21: 

“Gen. Tio, commanding the Feng-Tien 
division of the Chinese forces, telegraphs 
that the Chinese on Friday attacked the 
Japanese forces at Ping-Yang, driving 


‘of eleven miles, to Chung-Ho. The Chi- 
nese made a second attack, and drove 
the Japanese from Chung-Ho, which is 
now in Chinese hands. The Japanese 
again. lost heavily in Saturday’s fight- 
ing. Another great battle is expected to- 


day. 
Admiral Freemantie, the British com- 
mander, has established the headquarters 
of his troop provisionally at Chee-Foo, 
where the British, Russian and American 
ministers now are. The Chinese fleet is 
enjoying full possession of the Gulf of 
‘Chi-Li. The Japanese are re-embarking 
large numbers ot troops at Fusan. Noth- 
ing is known regarding their destination.

FREE SILVER. 


A Resolution Signed by the Labor 
Leaders of the Country. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Representa- 
tive Hartman of Montana presented in the 
House today resolutions: for the free coin- 
age of silver, which are regarded by the 
free-silver advocates as one of the most 
significant expressions in favor of their 
doctrine,. which has been elicited by the 
agitation of the past year. The resolu- 
tions, which have been considered and 
adopted during the present session by the 
most powerful labor organizations of the 
country, are strongly worded and are 
signed by the chief officers. of the various 
unions. 

The signers are: J. D. Sovereign, grand 
master workman, and. John W. Hayes, 
secretary and treasurer of. the Knights: of 
Labor; Samuel Gompers, president cf the 
American Federation of Labor; Marion 
Butler, president of the National Farmers’ 
Alliance; Henry H. Trenor, president, and 
P. F. Maguire, secretary, of the Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners; P. M. 
Arthur, chief of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers: C. A. Rollinson, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation; - Frank Sargent, grand master 
workman, and F. W. Arnold, seeretary 
and treasurer, of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen, and John McBride, 
president of the United Mine-workers of 
America. 

Accompanying the. resolution is an ad- 
dress to the members of organized labor 
and all other producers and tollers 
throughout the United States, which led 
to their adoption. - The address declares 
that “‘in vie t the: general: distress at a 
time when as és. ate ful, and, in the | 
natural order of chips, producers and toil- 
ers should be enjoying the fruits of their 
labors; it seems that the time has come 
for united action on the part ot those who 
create the wealth of the country.“ 

One of the causes which has brought 
about this — the address says, is 
the departure from the wise bimetallic 
financial principle of Washington, . Jeffer- 
son and Hamilton, and the substitution 
of the monometallic policy dictated by the 
European money-holders and their Ameri- 
can allies.. A review of the financial legis- 
lation is given to show what part was 
enacted in the interest of the producing 
as well as of the non-producing classes. The 
proposition’ is set forth that before the 
demonetization of silver 3500 bushels of 
wheat or 35,000 pounds of cotton equalled 
the annual pay of a Senator of Congress- 
man, while today 10,000 bushels. of wheat 
or 100,000 pounds of cotton barely suffice; 
that formerly 35,000 bushels of wheat or 
350,000 pounds 0 cotton would have paid 
the salary of the President, while today 
he receives the equivalent of 100,000 
bushels of wheat or 1,000,000 pounds of cot- 
ton, and the same proportion applies to all 
other fixed salaries and incomes.

— 5 that hundreds of thousands of workmen 
have been thrown out of employment, and 
the demonetization of half of the world’s 
volume of money makes it comparatively 
easy for capitalists to corner and manip- 
ulate the other half.

The Long Island Railroad to Enter 
New York City.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.+Ground was 
broken today at the New York end of the 
Blackwell's Island Bridge, which is to 
furntsh the Long Island Railroad an en- 
stance into New York city. ate was no 
ceremony.

A BIG FIRE. 


The Big Four Freight-offices at Cin- 
cinnati Consumed. —

CINCINNATI, Aug. 21.—The Big Four 
freight office and adjoining buildings were 
burned today, causing a heavy loss. When 
the alarm sounded, at 2:40 p.m., such a 
serious result was not ‘apprehended, but 
the flames afterward spread with de- 
structive rapidity. The big depot was 
bounded by Third and Wood streets and 
Central avenue. 
It was burned, with damage to 
the surrounding’ property, including the 
street-car lines passing that 
Capt. Romus, Lieut, Cavanaukh and Fire- 
man Brownle were badly hurt by falling 
timbers.

They paid no heed to the threats but in 
May of that year Gibson was found dead 
in a hotel at Moline, Kan. | 

In June Frazer was missed, and, after 
a long search, his body, covered with knife 
cuts, was found in a. neighboring stream. 
Gibson's death was thought to have been 
caused by heart disease, but the finding 
of Frazer’s body led to the murder theory: 
Since then search for the murderers has 
quietly progressed, oqulminating today in 
what is believed to be the arrest of the 
active participants.

Labor.” In other cases merchants 
who are advertising in The Times re- 
ceive circulars in which their names 
are printed, and in which the public 


e is warned not to purchase of them. 


As we have stated, this sort of thing 


has been going on for several years 


past, without any appreciable effect, 
except that it is enabling a handful of 
miserable, lazy wretches to get beer 
money without working for it, at the 


expense of a few hundred fools whom 


they lead to believe that a great war- 
fare of “organized labor” is under 
way. Certainly The Times has not 
been injured by these tactics, but 
rather benefited, as such cowardly, un- 
American and lawless actions have 
gained for this journal the ‘sympathy 
of thousands of good citizens, many 
of whom might, perhaps, otherwise 
have preferred some other journal. 
The circulation and income of The 
Times have gone on increasing from 


week to week, from month to 
month, and from year to year, 
until today even its enemies 


are forced to admit that it is far 
and away the leading paper in its 
field, or for that matter, of the State, 
outside of San Francisco, while some 
of our good friends are partial enough 
to say that it runs the metropolitan 
press of the Bay City very close in 
appearance and contents.

| still are annoyed by the printed in- 


sults of a gang whose failure to ap- 
pend their names to their insulting 
circulars is proof that they know that 
they are engaged in illegal work. If 


they think, however, that this sneak- 


ing subterfuge will continue to shield 
them from the arm of the law, they 
are very much mistaken. What an 
outrageous and altogether remarkabte 
spectacle is this to withess in the 
freest and most enlightened country 
upon earth! What a commentary 
upon our boasted civilization and free 
dom of action! 

It is true that in the past some few 
of our merchants have encouraged 
these lawless men in their tactics by 
paying some attention to them, which 
they would not have done had they 
given the matter a little serious con- 
sideration. In these days of competi- 
tion, however, a merchant is naturally 
inclined to be somewhat nervous at 
the prospect of losing any part of his 
trade, and knowing this, these men 
went deliberately to work to make the 
merchants believe that they—the boye 
cotters—controlled an immense pat- 
ronage, which would be lost to those 
firms that refused to comply with 
their absurd and arrogant demands. 
Of course, this was all talk, and the 
merchants have since found it out. 

Even supposing that these men 
should fulfill their threats and with- 
draw their patronage, does anyone 
suppose that such patronage amounts 
to more than a fraction of the trade 
which comes from Los Angeles citi- 
zens? The laboring men and arti- 
sans of Los Angeles are not ‘all boy- 


cotters, neither are they fools. The 


“boycotters’ trade,” of which we have 
heard so much during the past few 
years, is a bogie man which scared 
some of our merchants for a time, but 
which has now lost its effect. The 
sponges and leeches of the “Council of 
Labor“ have no character, no influ- 
ence, and less money. They usually 
have not a cent except the pittance 
that they wring from labor by assess- 
ments thereon. It does not seem to 
have occurred to these shallow-pated 
proseriptionists that they are not the 
only people in the city who can play 
at that kind of a game. The orderly, ’ 
respectable and independent citizens 
of Los Angeles are certainly in an 
overwhelming majority, and those cit- 
izens will prefer to deal with firms 
which in these dubious times show the 
true American spirit, and indignantly 
refuse to be dictated to or bulldozed 
by a handful of insignificant scoun- 
drels who, as we have previously 
stated, ought to be in the chain-gang. 
Not only is it reasonable to suppose 
that citizens would do this, but they 
have done it, and this is one reason 
why the business men of Los Angeles 
now laugh at the threats and insults 
of the boycotters, although at the 
same time they resent them, as they 
have a right to do.

It is a well-known 
fact that they have, on many occa- 
sions, sought to impress the merchants 
with a sense of their importance by 
sending members of their families 
around to price and purchase goods, 
and then, at the last moment, after 
everything had been packed up ready

PUNCTUATION THAT TELLS. 

T'ASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Additional er- 
rors in punctuation in the new tariff 
bill are constantly being discovered by 
the Treasury officials. Today an impor- 
tant mistake was found in sec. 5 of the 
free list. This section provides ‘hat arti- 
cles of foreign manufacture must be 
stamped with the name of their origin 
and then says: “And, unless so marked, 
stamped, branded, labelled, they shall not 
be delivered to the importer, should any 
article of imported merchandise be marked, 


stamped, etc., in excess of the annuity 


exactly contained in such article.“ 

It is assumed that there should have 
been a period established between the 
words “importer” and should,“ but as 
there is none, the paragraph as it stands 
in unintelligible and may lead to serious 
embarrassment in its execution. 

Up to this.time Mr. Carlisle has not 
asked any opinion of the Attorney-General 
upon the many mistakes in the bill, and 
he will probably not do so until after 
the bill becomes a law. The Secretary, 
however, has expressed the opinion that 
all goods now in bond which have been 
changed from the dutiable to the free list, 
will be subject to the duty in force when 
imported, if withdrawn for consumption. 

The goods can, however, be imported 
and then reimported and thus receive the 
benefits of the free list. This was not 
the intention of Congress. Harly in the 
preparation of the bill, this question was 
raised, but the words ‘‘or withdrawn 
for consumption,” which appear in the en- 
acting clause, were then changed to clearly 
indicate that goods in bond could be with- 
drawn at the new rates. But the true 
significance of the words and mentioned 
in the schedules herein contained,“ which 
follow, do not seem to have been fully. 
understood.

The Judiciary Committee Favors the 
Expulsion of Anarchists.

made by the Committee on Judiciary. The 
report says: 

“It is admitted on all hands that the 


question is one of very great importance 
and that legislation on the subject is 
called for by every consideration of public 
safety. The committee advises that, owing 
to the severe legislation recently adopted 
by France and Italy, a great many An- 
archists are making their way to ths 
United States, and as, under existing laws, 
they cannot be denied admission to our 
territory, the United States will soon be 
the rendezvous of these human monsters 
unless the proposed legislation is speedily 
adopted. 

“Your committee is of the opinion that 
the United States is fully justified by ex- 
isting conditions in using all its powers to 
prevent immigration and settlement in this 
country of men who repudiate all law, 
all government and practically proclaim 
themselves as the enemies of niankind.”’ 

The report takes up the various objec- 
tions made to the proposed measures and 
disposes of each of them. Concerning the 
objection that the bill is faulty in not 
defining anarchy, the report says: As 3

A Convention to Discuss the Condi- 
tions in Illinois.

SPRINGFIELD (ill.,) Aug. 21.—The coal 
trade in Illinois is in such an unsatisfac-. 
tory condition and miners are working un- 
der such varying prices and conditions that

‘of twenty-five years, during which time 
he has been connected with the business, 
he has never kncwn the comilticn to be 
so unsatisfactory as at present. There is 
no uniformity in prices and the demand 
for the prod of the mines is so light 


run to their full capacity, one and one-half 
days per week, the result would be suffi- 
cient for the market. In the Northern IIIi- 
nois field where the mines are in opera- 
tion, the rate paid in most instances is 
about 10 cents per ton below the scale 
adopted in June last at Springfield, not- 
withstanding most of the mines in other 
portions of the State, are paying the scale. 
This, of course, brings about an unsatis- 
factory condition. 

The Springfield and Peoria and Canton 
are all pay’ng the Springfield 
scale with the exception of the White 
Breast Company, which operates the Dum- 
fermline, the Buckhart and the Bryant 
mines. This company has imported 125 
or 130 negroes from Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, but President Crawford says that 
he had advices to the effect that the ne- 
groes have decided to go out until the 
white men go to work. In the Springfield 
district the scale of 45 cents per ton is 
being paid, but the mines are not in oper- 
ation over a third of the time, the opera- 
tors declaring that there is very little 
demand for their product, as they cannot 
compete in the market with Pana coal, 
which is mined 29 cents per ton. The 
condition of the Danville district is unsat- 
isfactory, owing, President Crawford de- 
clare; to a violation by the operators of a 
‘written agreement entered into with the 
miners. 

But little is being done in the Southern 
Illinois field. Some of the great consoli- 
dated companies mines are in operation, 
others are not. So far the operators ace ail 
at sea and do not know how the existing 
unsatisfactory condition is to be remedied, 
but they are going to try to find a remedy 
at the convention.

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—Gov. Altgeld spent 
several hours today with the citizens of 
Pullman. He was told that 2436 families 
had been helped. 

„ do not know just what method I shall 
take with these men,“ said the Governor, 
“but something must be done. I have 
written to George M. Pullman.“ 

1 can do Mttle myself,“ continued Gov. 
Altgeld, “and if anything considerable 

wers to be done, the money would have to 
come out of the government’s financial res- 
ervoirs. I might convene the Legislature 
for the purpose of making an appropria- 
tion, or I could make an appeal to the 
people of the State. I think we have 
gone to the bottom of things now, and 
can proceed intelligently, and it remains 
to be seen what can be done.” 

The Governor used these words at the 
close of the meeting respecting the Pull- 
man strike issue. At the invitation of the 
Governor, the committee met at his ofilce 
and gave him information regarding the 
strikers. 

The Governor tonight issued the follow- 

„To the people of the State of Illinois 
and especially those of the city of Chi- 
cago: There is great distress growing out 
of the want of fcod in and around the town 
of Pullman. More than a thousand famil- 
les, or in the neighborhood of six thou- 
sand people, afe destitute — nearly four- 
fifths of them are women and children. 
The men have endeavored to get work, but 
were unable to do so. Asa rule the men 
are a superior class of liberal, industrious, 
capable and steady workmen, and some of 
them have worked for the Pullman Com- 

ny for more than ten years. Those who 

ave been given work can get food, but 
are still in such an impoverished condition 
that they cannot help their neighbors It 
they would. The Relief. Society is unable 
to get more supplies. On last Saturday 
they gave to each family two pounds of 
oatmeal and two pounds of cornmeal, and, 
having nothing left, have suspended opera- 
tions, leaving the people in an absolutely 
helpless condition. The County Commis- 
sioners of Cook county, as overseers of 
the poor, have rendered some assistance, 
but, owing to the limited appropriation, 
1 850 can furnish relief but a short 
time. 

“We cannot stop now to inquire into 
the cause of this distress. The good peo- 
ple of this State cannot allow women and 
children by the hundreds to perish from 
hunger. I, therefore, call upon all humane 
and charitably-disposed citizens to con- 
tribute what they can toward giving relief 


these people.“ : 
The Governor has called on the Commis- 
all in their 


sioners of Cook county to do 
‘power in the matter. 

Alt- 
geld and Pullman began last Sunday, 
when, in response to an appeal made to 


him by the Pullman strikers for assist- 
ance, Gov.

A Swedish Pastor Testifies as to 

Affairs at Pullman. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—A. J. Carroll, the 

editor of the Dight-hour Herald, was the 
first witness before the Strike Commis- 
stoners today. He told of the efforts of 
the Civic Federation to settle the Pull- 
man strike. He was infarmed by the 
Pullman officials that they had nothing 
to arbitrate. He believed compulsory ar- 
bitration applied to quasi-public industries 
would be Seneficial, and read a letter 
from a friend in New Zealand, showing 
beneficial results of government owner- 
ship of railrcads and telegraph lines. 
. Malcom McDowell, a newspaper re- 
porter, told of the overturning of cars 
at Pullman. He said there were no rall- 
road strikers in the mob. 

Rev. L. M. Wickham, pastor of the 
Swedish Methodist Church at Pullman 
was emphatic in his -denunciation of the 
methods of the Pullman Company. When 
business gets slack,“ he said, the com- 
pany’s employees living outside of Pull- 
man are ordered to move into the com- 
pany’s houses, on peril of losing their po- 
sitions. The men who have attempted to 
buy homes on the installment plan are 
rat laid off when the force is reduced. 
One man who was injured in the shops 
was takén to the hospital. Later I saw 
a sworn statement, purporting to be signed 
by him, in which he said the accident was 
entirely unavoidable. I know the paper 
was a forgery, for on the date on which 
it was madß the man was unable to write 
N name. One of the worst features of 
the Pullman system of house-renting is 
the immorality it encourages. Many cf § 
the workmen are compelled to rant rooms. 
The houses are arranged so that roomers 
must pass through the family sleeping- 
rooms, and as a result the morality of 
Pullman is much below that of the sur- 
rounding towns.’’ 

Roy Baker, a Chicago reporter, was 
dalled upon for an account of the riot 
at Hammond. Baker stated that he was 
in the midst of the mob, and saw no A.R. 
U. men or rallroad strikers, the crowd be- 
ing made up of toughs and outsiders. Haj 
said that shortly before the United States 
troops fired, a small body of men, sur- 
rounded by women, children and other 
spectators, attempted to overturn some 
Pullman cars. Without warning, the wit- 
ness declared, the troops fired, killing and 
wounding several people, all of whom 
were innocent spectators. — 
John C. Donnell, chief deputy cf the 
United States Marshal testified, when asked 
“as to the acts of violence, were they 
committed by railroad men as far as you 
know?“

A New Pipe Line. 

Work will, soon be begun in the City 
Engineer’s office on plans and specifica- 
tions for the construction of a new pipe 
line, leading from Echo Park Lake, other- 
wise known as reservoir No. 4, along 
Lake Shore avenue and Second street, to 
Fremont avenue. From the last-named 
point the remainder of the conduit to 
Westlake Park, which is thus supplied 

with water, is in “page 8 and does 
not need replacing. ipe. at present 
in use along the ft ‘a ere it is pro- 
posed to put a new pipe, is of sheet iren, 
and, although t has been built but com- 
paratively 8 time, it is in bad condi- 
tion, and must soon be abandoned. e 
adobe soil, together with the alkali con- 
tained therein, appears to be ‘peculiarly 
adapted to aid in the rapid destruction 
ok the iron pipe. The soil being solid, it 
will retain moisture about the pipe, caus- 
ing it to corrode rapidly. It is expected 
that plans and specifications will be 
prepared both for sheet-iron pipe and a 
wood-pressure pipe. The conduit along the 
route named, where it is proposed to be 
replaced, is, known as zanja No. 8-R, and 
is about one mile in length. It is 
thought that if a,wood-pressure pipe be 
placed there it may last much longeg than 
one made of sheet iron. The pipe will 
have to be subjected to a heavy pressure 
on Second street, near Fremont avenue, 
the strain being equivalent to a depth of 
about thirty feet of water, or not far 
‘from seventeen pounds per square foot bs 
area subjected to pressure. 


Hew Form of Bids. 

The City Clerk has had printed a new 
form of ‘bids for street work, and it has 
deen ordered by the Council that con- 
‘tractors be informed they must hereafter 
present their bids in conformity with the 
printed form. A good deal of difficulty 
has heretofore been experienced because 
some of the bidders would change the 
printed form to suit their own ideas. 
One- would, perhaps, -give separately his 
prices for grading and graveling, while 
another would give his price for the two 
in a lump sum. Others would give prices 
only for thé work complete. In the recent 
Figueroa-street case there was a good deal 
of dispute over the interpretation of the 
various bids submitted, and it is intended 
to avoid further trouble of this kind by 
receiving only such bids as are made but

with full pawer to be used in its discretion, 
irrevocable durinig the existence of this 
mortgage, to transact any and all buwsi- 
ness in the name, place and stead, and 
at the cost of said first party, in and 
about the premises, for the purpose of as- 
suring or perfectliimg or keeping perfect the 
value of, and the title to said prem- 
ises, in said second party.” It pro- 
vides that the first party shall pay the 
second party fifty dollars per year as com- 
pensation for its services as trustee and 
that. the second party shall pay all taxes 
that may become due on the mortgage“ 
during its existence.

SAN BERNARDINO, (Spectat

7 SANTA MONICA. 


A Series of Battalion Drills Inaugu- 

rated by Col. Schreiber, Under 

the Instruction of Lieut.

CAMP. SANTA MONICA, Aug. 21. 
cial Correspondence.) One day has wrought 
a wonderful change in the appearance of 
the camp, and indications now are that the 
ensuing week will be one of great benefit 
to both officers and men. 

Col. Schreiber has inaugurated a series 
ot battalion drills, the first being held 
this morning, the colonel being assisted 
by Lieut. Melvers of the regular army 
in the capacity of instructing officer. The 
seven companies of the regiment. were 
consolidated and then divided ,into four 
companies of equal strength, after which 
a number of maneuvers embracing com- 
pany and platoon movements were gone

Lieut. Last, regimental inspector of rifle
